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25X1 X 1 , The Manchuria Carbon Industrial Company, at 25 Wafang Street, 

Langt 9 ou District, Antung, was established in 1940 with a capital 
of 35,000,000 yuan (former Manchukuo currency,) Its capital was 
provided by the Japan Carbon Company, the Showa Electrode Company, 
j. Fushun Light Metal Company, Manchuria Electric Company, Manchuria 

' V Electrochemical Industrial Company and the Manchukuo National Govern- 

L ment. The company manufactures synthetic electrodes which are used 

^ in iron mining, the liquefaction of minerals, airplanes, motor cars, 

steamships, dry batteries and in the manufacture of gasoline substi- 
tutes, etc. Its production in 1945 was 2 , 500 tons. At present it 
is nil. (Shanghai notes In a document on Soviet removals prepared 
by the Northeastern Economic Commission of the Chinese Government and 
reproduced in the Pruley Report, it is stated that the annual 
capacity of this factory before August 15, 1945 was 5,000 tons.) 

This report gave no information on removals or damage after that 
date.) 

2o After the Japanese surrender, the workers left the factory on 

18 August 1945o At that time the Japanese Army and other Japanese 
were guarding the factory but on 27 September the Kuantung Army 
withdrew from the factory and the former workers together with 
some Japanese took over the guarding. The Soviets entered the 
factory on 30 September. First they sold the gasoline and iron 
plates at auction. On 21 September, the Soviets conscripted the 
former workers who were living in the factory 8 s residences and 
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paid them 30 yen a day for working on the removal of equipment. 

Three hundred other workers were also hired. Most of the machinery 
was removed on 11 October and most of what was not removed v/as 
destroyed. The Soviets suddenly withdrew from the factory on 23 
November 1945 and the former workers again resumed the guarding. On 
25 November the Soviets again took over the factory and kept out 
the workers., On 5 December (also given as 2? December) , the Soviets 
again withdrew and the factory was occupied by the Chinese Communists. 


3. The Chinese Communists put the factory under the control of the 
Aluminum Factory and turned over the coal, wood and electric wires 
which were in the factory to the Aluminum Factory Railway Bureau 
and Mineral Development Company. The former workers were dismissed. 
Anything of value was sold and the Communists held meetings almost 
every day for the purpose of liquidating the accounts,
